As 
more parishes inquired about the ministry. Life Teen began offering national training conferences on this new 
and comprehensive youth ministry model. 

Edge is a Catholic middle school youth ministry that uses the Life Teen model to meet the catechetical, 
educational, spiritual, emotional, and social needs of young adolescents.
